The Siate shall have no liabilities to
the Grantee other than the Grant Amount.

The Grantee shall not hire, and it shall not permit any subcontractor, subgrantee,
or other person, firm or corporation wilth whom it is engaged in a combined effort
10 perform the Project, 1o hire eny person who has a contractual relationship with
the State, or who is a State officer or employee, elected or appointed.

The Grant Officer shall be Lhe representative of the State hereunder. In the event
of any dispute hereunder, the interpretation of this Agreement by the Grant
Officer, and his/her decision on any dispute, shall be final.

from the date of such notice until such time as the State determines that the
Grantee has cured the Event of Default shall never be paid to the Grantee; and

Set off against any other obligation the State may owe to the Grantee any damages
the State suffers by reason of any Event of Default; and

Treat the agreement as breached and pursue any of its remedies at law or in
equity, or both.

In the event of any carly termination of this Agreement for any rcason other than
the completion of the Project, the Grantee shall deliver to the Grant Officer, not
later than fifieen (15) days afler the date of termination, a report (hereinafter
referred 1o as the “Termination Report”) describing in detail all Project Work
performed, and the Grsut Amuumt nrn:d to and including the date of
termination.
In the event of Termination under paragraphs 10 or 12.4 of these general
pravisions, the approval of such a Termination Report by the Siate shall eatitle the
Grantee to receive that portion of the Grant amount earned to and including the
date of termination.
In the event of Termination under paragraphs 10 or 12.4 of these general
provisions, the approval of such a Termination Report by the State shall in no
event relicve the Grantee from any and all liability for damages sustained or
incurred by the State as a result of the Grantee’s breach of its obligations
hereunder.
